Sapt. Thomas Viokers was in Cincin- 


nati yesterday, being called there by 
-lie death of a lifetime friend, Hon. 
Samuel A. Miller. Mr. Miller's funeral 
was held yesterday afternoon from his 
home at Columbia avenue and Tor- 
renoe road and was largely attended. 
The services were opened by Rev. Otte, 
a cousin of Hon. JHB. W. Newman, 
who read the Episcopal burial service. 
Mr. 
Viokers then delivered a brief 


funeral oration over the grave of his 
friend, the latter having requested him 
to do so yeara ago. 
Mr. Viokers1 


oration was an eloquent one— a noble 
tribute to the virtues of his departed 
friend. 
The address was printed in 


full in today's Bnqairer, and from it 
the following extracts are taken: . 


"I cannot think that it troubled our 


friend much how most men would 
speak of him when he himself had be- 
come silent. 
He was a man singularly 


self-poisea 
and 
self-centered, in a 


noble sense; and yet kind and true, 
^nd a strong lover of his friends. 
So 


That, on the other hand, I can well 
u imagine him wishing that the sympa- 


thetic voice of a friend might be heard 
at his bier. 
Oar friendship began not 


in private interest, bnt in a desire for 
pablio good and a common love of 
knowledge; thus it has survived Jmauy 
changes and long absences, notwith- 
standing wide diversities of taste and 
work.

"He was not a man who followed 


beaten paths; for he well knew that 
they are the really dangerous ones to 
him who is in pursriJt of truth. It was 
eaid of old that 'we perish by other 
men's examples.' It is always easier 
to follow than to lead. 
He did not 


cnoose'.the easy way. He oared nothing 
for the toil and the difficulty. 
He 


preferred.to scale the heights and view 
the prospect himself rather than depend 
upon the report of others. 
He was a 


born investigator, a man of oritiaaljand 
judicial mind, which yielded assent 
only to personal conviction. 
He was 


essentially a man of sound understand- 
ing ; of strong and massive individual- 
ity ; faithful to his owu beat thought; 
but not narrow, intolerant or exclusive. 
A man himself, marked and powerful, 
he respected manhood in others, and 


A *id not insiafc^that they should traverse 


life's ooean according to the chart 
which he had constructed for himself. 
Thus he was broad in his sympathies, 
and catholic in spirit. Capable of in- 
tense feeling, especially when aroused 
by a sense of wrong or injustice, he 
was, nevertheless, gentle and compan- 
inonable as a child.

"He had the indomitable resolution 


of a fearless mind, and the serene and 
cheerful disposition that comes from 
faith in honest work. He was simple- 
hearted and of simple habit, with a 
supreme oontem'pt for sham and preten- 
aion. 
He was utterly devoid of osten-

tation; a man of luminous intellect, 
but with no desire to.&hine, and wholly 
indifferent 
to the 
plaudits of the 


thoughtless multitude. He was su- 
perior to all low ambitions, and there- 
fore free from all the cares that attend 
them. The love of office had no seduc- 
tions for him, and so he never departed 
from the path of rectitude to obtain 
ana. I have knoTm no man who would 
have had a batter right to apply to 
himself the grand words of Seneca: 'I 
Kendall Shoe 


will live and die with this testimony— pers. 
that I loved good studies and a good 
conscience; that fl ,never 
invaded 


another man's library, and that I pre- 
served my own.'

have known the man whose

I know that he valued 
himself most npon his conscience, upon 
his integrity as a man, upon his con- 
stancy as a friend, and his honor as a 
citizen. 
What he was, he was to the 


heart's 
core, 
without ;'a trace of 


affectation. 
We shall presently com- 


mit his body to the earth, and shall 
see him no more until we are changed 
as he has been, but these are virtues 
that cannot die; an immortal glory 
surrounds them; they will shine like 
stars in our memory, and be a help 
and an inspiration when onr spirits 
falter and our courage is like to fail. 
It was said of Oato that 'people never 
knew the value of him until they lott 
him.' So it will be for many with our 
friend.

Spanish Blood Flowed From 


Many Gaping Wounds. 


A CRTJSHIM DEFEAT POE PANDO. 


General Balif, dent to the Relief of Lieu- 


tenant Colonel Ki'os by General Calixto 
_0arcla, Arrived Just lu Time and the 
Spaniards w'ere i'ut to the Machete 
With Much Vigor. 


flttavah'a. Dec. 22.—On Tuesday of last 


-week, EteC. 1-i, the Spanish, general, 
Pando, met a crushing defeat at the 
hands of the Cubans at Yacta ford, on 
the Canto river. 


A part of General Calixto Garcia's 


force, under Lieutenant Colonel Salva- 
dor Rios, was holding the Yafeta ford 
of the Cauto river. It was important 
for Pando's force to reopen the rivei 
in order "that reinforcements might be 
sent to the city of Bayamo, besieged 


- bf . General Roloff. 
General Calixto 


Garcia's main force was a little furthei 
np the river, protecting a ford threat- 
ened by General Pando. 


General Aldave, in command of 2,000 


Spanish, infantry (regulars), a squad- 


- Jon of cavalry and 3,000 guerrilla vol- 


unteers, 22 cannon and six light gun- 
boats, attacked Rios. 
Disposing his 


artillery on the hill commanding the 
Yacta ford, Aldave opened a hot fire 
on the insurgent works on the oppo- 
site side of the river. Rios and his 500 
Cubans retired into the cover of the 
-woods, and the ford was open for the 
Spaniards' passage. 


Aldave advanced a column of infant- 


ry across the ford, holding their rifles 
and 
ammunition 
belts above their 


heads, the men being protected by a 


Continued Artillery Firo. 


Ribs, seeing that he could not hold his 
position -without help, sent a volunteer 
courier, Lieutenant Charles Hickman, 
an American, to General Calixto Gar- 
cia, up the river. Hickman had to ride 
directly through the enemy's fire, but 
m'ade the passage safely. 


Meanwhile General Aldave landed 


1,500 
more men on the farther side, and 


General Pando, with a large force, at 
this time made a feint upon the upper 
ford. 
General 
Garcia, 
deceived by 


Pando's movement, decided that ho 
could spare only a small reinforcement 
to Colonel Rios, and sent Colonel Car- 
los Garcia, with only 200 mounted men, 
down the river. This reinforcement, 
small as it was, renewed the 'hopes of 
the defenders of the Yacta, and they 
charged the Spanish with the bayonet. 


The Cubans, -however, were so heav- 


ily outnumbered that they were forced 
to give way. 
Carlos Garcia's horse 


-was shot under''him and Colonel Rios 
•Was wounded slightly in the leg. Colo- 
nel Garcia's escort renewed the charge, 
with machetes this time, and held the 
Spamsti forces in check for a short 
•while. 


By this time General Calixto Garcia 


had seen 
through 
General Pando's 


leints on the upper Eord and dispatch- 
ed General Jesus Rabi with 1,000 cav- 
alry to their relief. These arrived just 
as the Spanish were recovering ground 
from the machete charge, and fell sud- 
denly upon their rear, throwing tho 
troops who had crossed the ford into 
confusion. 


• Exposed to Their Own JFlro. 


The Spanish had to give ground and 


became exposed to the fire from their 
own -artillery in the hills and from the 
six gunboats which had joined in the 
bombardment of Rios' men. General 
Aldave ordered this destructive fire to 
cease, 
reformed his attacking party 


and dispatched a message to General 
Pando for assistance in carrying the 
Cuban position. 


But it was too late. The Cubans, re- 


forming, raised their battle shout of 
"A la machete, Cuba libre," and fell 
upon the Spanish ranks with terrible 
effect. 
A body of 1,000 guerrillas was 


cut off from Aldave's force and threw 
down their arms. 


General 
Rabi, knowing the half- 


hearted 
loyalty of these volunteers, 


told them they must fight their own 
comrades or be cut to pieces, and they 
obeyed, and really fought desperately 
on the Cuban side. 


General Aldave, seeing that his men 


would be annihilated, withdrew them 
across the ford, again protected by the 
artillery fire. General Pando, wit'h an 
escort, rode down from the upper ford 
and directed the Spanish retreat. 


The Cuban loss in this engagement 


was 106 killed and about 300 wounded. 
General Rabi's men found 200 Spanish 
dead, and General Aldave, in his report 
to Havana, said his wounded numbered 
200. 


Among the Cubans killed was Major 


Llenada and Captain Garcia, a son of 
a rich planter. The Spanish left on the 
field Lieutenant Colonel Llave, 
two 


captains and an assistant surgeon, and 
the standard of arms of the battalion 
Llanaros.
